apparently no great number of Turks 
were killed by the bombardment.

been confirmed from any quarter. 


An interesting report Is current 


from Constantinople, that while Ger- 
many favors the adoption of Uic Ital- 
ian ultimatum as the basis of peace 
negotiations. Great Britain proposes 
that Tripoli shall become a privileged 
villayet, rnder Joint Turco-Italian ad- 
ministration, thus retaining the suze- 
rainty of the sultan.
